_ © I wave the honor to submit the administration report of the Arrah municipality f 
teed ending 31st March 1874, along with the statements of receipts and disbursements 
said year, 
" This municipality was created in April 1865, It was formed under Act III of 1864, 
and has completed the ninth year of its existence. 

“The Municipal Commissioners held nine meetings during the year under report, in which 
were considered matters touching the conservancy, the roads, and the general improvement 
of the town. s 

In May 1873 the municipal Bench of Magistrates was established, Z 

® ‘This Bench sits on Mon ay in every week, and is attended by two Municipal Commis- 
sioners in rotation, who sit with a salaried Deputy Magistrate, who is also a Municipal 
Commissioner. The latter presides over the Bench, and they take cognizance of all 
municipal cases, 

‘The number of cases instituted during the year under report was ninety-two, of which 
there were convictions in seventy-five and acquittals in seventeen cases. The amount of 
fines imposed was Rs. 179-4-0, of which sum Rs, 90 was realised. 

The working of the Bench appears ou the whole satisfactory. I have satisfied my f 
that the procedure, as laid down, in the law, &c., is correctly and strictly followed by the 
Bench. puty Magistrate Baboo Protab Chunder Chatterjea, who is also a Municipal: 
Oommissioner and a Secretary to the Committee, presides over the Bench. : ‘

Cholera appeared in the town of Arrah early in 
7, ee) month of May, and prevailed more or less widely till October. There were 736 cases of 
¥r ra, and 372 deaths from the disease in the Arrah municipality. Cholera prevailed most 
» extensively in the town during the mouths of June and July. In June it broke out among the Fa 


isoners of the Shahabad Jail, of whom fifty-six were attacked and eighteen died, Karl¥ 
1m July the prisoners were removed to the house of the opiam cultivators at Maghania, and 
_® the epidemic ceased immediately after. Sulphur fires were used extensively throughout the 
during the prevalence of cholera, but their employment was attended with no appreciable 
pfit. The disease lasted in the town and outlying villages for nearly six months, ere Was " 
sickness during the cold weather, but lately there have been many cases of small-pox ¥ 
waith and other parts of the municipality. It is believed that these outbreaks of small- *" © 
have resulted from the proceedings of inoculators; and recently an inoculator has been , 
ted on this account. The man had previously been taught the practice of vaccination, 7". 
a certificate of ability to vaccinate had been given to him, and he had promised to abandon '* 
; inocalation. This case demonstrates how little reliance can be placed in the promises of i. 
ee men of that class, particularly us it is ulmost impossible to exercise avy supervision over their ah 
- proceedings. . <= 
* “During the ‘ygar 1873-74 vaccine operations were carried on as usual in the gown and Pa 
the surrounding villages. 2,!97 vaccinations were performed, of which 1,915, or abou 
87 per cent., were successful. ‘The people now accept vaccination readily, though there are a 
many persons who retain their preference for invculation, and who no doubt employ 
inocalators secretly within the limits of the municipality. This practice explaits many 
of the sudden outbreaks of small-pox which occasionally take place in the town and its 
environ.” 
From the above it clearly appears that the year under report was a most unhealthy one. 
In conclusion I have to record my best thauks to the Municipal Commissioners as a 
body for the assistance rendered by them in matters connected with the municipality. The 
*Secretary also has worked willingly and in an efficient manner.

; - The next Bill on the list is the Bill to provide for the summary realization 

Of loans made by Government during the year 1873-74, in the course of the 
: pentyl for famine relief. Asis generally known, we had occasion during 

‘the relief operations to make very extensive advances of grain in the distressed 

‘tracts all over the country. We had also to make some advances in mouey. 

_ Furthermore, we had to induce the zemindars and proprietors in many 
“instances to stand security for their tenantry. 


a We had also to induce numbers of ryots to contract together upon joint 
personal security for the realization of those advances. 


The total amount of such advances was very considerable,—probably 
it may he Stated at 75 lakhs of rupees, or three-quarters of a million 
sterling in value,—and the prompt realization of this very important demand 
on behalf of the State during the coming agricultural or financial year is very 

“important. Considering the immense sacrifices which Government, acting as 
trustees of the nation, has made in these distressed districts, it seems but just 
that, in the interest of the State treasury, the recovery of these demands should 
_ be as prompt as possible. It is therefore proposed that these advances should 
be recovered by the same process as that which is laid down in Act VII of 
1868 for the recovery of rent and other dues due to Government on account 
of the land. The Council will recollect that, under Act VII of 18638, the 
Collector has to give certificates of the amount due, and then, after proper 
inguiry or objection, or the hearing of objections, to recover the amount 
summarily set forth in the certificate. It is proposed then to recover these 
advances under this same procedure. And inasmuch as the zemindars in 
“many instances have, with a very laudable public spirit, undertaken to become 
wecurity on behalf of their tenants for these advances, it seems but just to 
ive them the same advantage of the simpler procedure as we propose to take 
Mae georeclvas, I am sure that the Council, considering the just interest which 
the general treasury has in the matter, and the propriety of such a very 
important arrear being quickly realized, will approve of the measure which our 
orable friend Mr. Dampier will immediately bring forward on behalf of the

oF “But such objections could not, the Member in charge thinks, be urged against a law 
i the object of which would be solely to determine summarily the question of possession, in

Well, the view contained in these extracts is, I understand, entirely adopted 
by our honorable colleague Mr. Dampier, who is also an authority in revenue 
** matters in Bengal, and he desires soon to prepare a measure for your consider- 
ation upon the subject. I havo had the advantage of consulting some of the 
most emifent zemindars in Bengal as to whether such a registration could be 
effected without any undue vexation to the parties bisects or without any 
way affecting the various rights and interests which have grown up under the 
Permanent Settlement, which rights and interests, I need not say, it is the 
duty of Government entirely to maintain. I understand that such 4 registra- 
tion could be effected without any serious difficulty. Some difficulties in detail 
may indeed present themselves, which, doubtless, would be removed upon © 
consideration by such competent gentlemen as our honorable colleagues %* 
Mr. Schalch and Mr. Dampier; and I should be sanguine that the public spirit 
which the zemisfdars so largely evince—the best proof of which has recently —, 
been seen in their praisoworthy conduct during the late famine,—I should hope, 
Isay, that the zemindars would not object to register their names and stand 
‘for in their proper capacity as landlords and eminent citizens, charged with ‘ 
a variety of public obligations, some of which they have voluntarily accepted ’ 
and others of which are imposed upon them by law. 
The next measure on my list relates to the possible improvement of certain

It devolves on me to tender to Mr. Bradford Leslie the thanks and acknowledgments 
of the Government of Bengal for the able, skilful, and effective manner in which he has 
S designed, and completed the Floating Bridge over the river Hooghly at Calcutta. 
_ I wish that the pleasing duty of rendering these thanks had fallen to the lot of my 
“predecessors, Sir William Grey and Sir George Campbell, who had so important a share in 
‘ing the engent of this Bridge, and in supervising the execution of the plan in its 
, Various parts. I am sanguine that they would, if present, be fully satisfied with the practical 
success’ of tRe work which is now witnessed, and which has been attained through 
Mr. Leslie’s abilities and exertions. I believe also that Mr, Leslie will be thankfully 
remembered by the entire community belonging to Calcutta and its numerous interests, on 
account of the great benefit and convenience afforded by this structure. 

2. An honorable share in the credit due for the successful construction of the Bridge 
ean to Mr. Graff, the Resident Engineer, who has been in exeeutive charge under 

‘, Leslie’s directions from the beginning to the end of the work. 

8, Mr. Leslie had previously won professional distinction in Bengal by the design and 

.» construction of the bridge over the river Gorai on the Eastern Bengal Railway. 
4. There is much of novelty, originality, and interest in his project for the Hooghly 
_ Mating eage Though the design may not be wholly and absolutely new, yet its exact 
prototype is, I believe, hardly to be found. It had to be rendered suitable for withstanding 
the difficulties of a broad and dangerous river. ; 

_ &. The Bridge is a floating structure connected with the shore by broad adjusting ways, 
which do not admit of up and down stream range at their outer ends. It is moored ona 
fixed line in a mver subject to floods from the adjacent country and to strong tidal waves, 
for which purpose direct moorings up and down stream, of long scope and great weight, have 
been successfully employed. It is raised above the water toa height sufficient to admit of 
the passage of native craft underneath the roadway. 

6. The length of the Bridge amounts to 1,528 feet between abutments. The dimensions 
of the structure are sufficient for a very large traffic. The width of the roadway is 62 feet 
in all between the hand-rails. This roadway is supported above the water with a clear 
head-way of 17 fect at the sides to 22 feet in the centre of the river, by four longitudinal 
trusses in sections gf 100 feet each in length, each section resting on two pontoons, 
There are 14 af these sections in all supported by 28 pontoons. Each pontoon is 160 feet 
long with 10 feet beam, and divided by bulk heads into 11 water-tight compartments. 
The pontoons vary in depth from 11 to 8 feet, in proportion to the buoyancy required to 
support the several portions of the superstructure. ’

I gave the honor to submit the annual report of the Mozufferpore municipality for the 
year 1873-74, together with a statement of income and expenditure.

12. These figures show a mortality of about 30 in the thousand, supposing the popu- 
lation to be still what the census of 1872 showed it. The figures are probably quite within 
the mark ; and for a year in which cholera and small-pox were prevalent are not remarkably 
igh. The utter untrustworthiness of statistics as heretofore collected is shown by referring 
to last year’s report, which shows a total mortality of 447, or about ten in the thousand for 
the year. It would be unsafe to affirm that this year’s returns are exact, though they are 
not so patently absurd as those of last year. 

18, One thousand seven hundred and forty-two persons were vaccinated during the 
year at a cost of Rs, 412-2-1, and 1,521 cases were successful. There were no cases of 
inoculatiow reported last year. 

14. Among the changes of the establishment, a monthly allowance of Rs, 50 is paid 
to a Municipal Commissioner for supervising municipal works, and owing to the pressure of 
‘business an additional Rs. 15 per mensem is allowed to the overseer. A mohurir at Rs. 20 
per mensem is appointed to keep municipal Persian records, and to perform the duties of the 
office of the Bench of Magistrates. 

15. The municipality has expended Rs. ,5,742-15-8 for metalling and repairing town 
roads and cleansing drains, &.
